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Typing As We See It. 


Mrs. Nell K. French. 


Possibly in no branch of teaching has a 
greater advance been made during the last 
ten years than in the use of the typewriter 
machine. Ten years ago, touch work, mean- 
ing work where the writer does not look at 
the keys, was very little known, or at least, 
taught; but now all progressive schools use 
that form of instruction altogether, so a 
few hints as to what has been found to pro- 
duce the best results in a school where the 
classes are very large, numbering from for- 
ty to over fifty pupils, may be of some inter- 
est to some who are struggling with this 
subject. 

In the first place, all of our keyboards are 
blank. The students are given a short talk 
on the machine itself, and the parts they 
are to use, taught to space, to draw the car- 
riage over for the next line, and how to 
return the carriage to zero at any time. 
And right here comes a very important 
point, which is, never to move the carriage 
until after the spacing has been done. A 
paper is never accepted if one line is written 
on top of another, as it is sure to be some- 
time unless this rule is carefully followed. 
Next, the pupils have strongly impressed 
on their minds that the left hand must 
never leave the keyboard when spacing with 
the right hand. These points can hardly be 
made too emphatic. After these points are 
thoroughly mastered, the class is given a 
drill on placing the hands on the home row 
of keys without looking at the machine. 
This is also very important, for if from the 
very first the student learns to trust to 
the fingers entirely, it is much easier to 
keep up this kind of work. The use of the 
thumbs on the spacer is explained. 

The pupils are now told that as their 
hands rest on the second row of keys with 
the little fingers on the outside keys, they 
are at home, because some one of these fin- 
gers will always rest over these keys while 
other fingers are striking the required let- 
ters. Then the teacher names the keys, 
either with or without the chart. and has 
the pupils name them in concert. The prop- 
er touch is explained and illustrated, and 


then the writing begins, a whole line of the 
left hand home keys, naming the letters in 
concert as they are struck, and spacing at 
the end of each group, thus: asdf asdf asdf. 
The teacher then looks at the work of each 
pupil to see that the correct stroke has been 
given, and shows those who fail wherein 
they need to correct their work. Then an- 
other line is written, and the pupils inspect 
their own work. It will be readily under- 
stood that in a class of over fifty pupils it 
is not possible to look at every line of each 
pupil, but with a little encouragement, and 
a little praise, the pupils will soon fall into 
the correct stroke. After four lines of this 
exercise have been written, the right hand 
is taken in the same way. going from left 
to right, naming the keys jkl; jkl;, until four 
lines are written. The two hands are then 
taken together, forward and back, until all 
the letters are thoroughly mastered, when a 
series of words is given, using all the let- 
ters. After this class drill, each pupil 
writes the exercise alone, the work being 
criticised for touch as well as for correct fin- 
gering. The next lesson takes the remain- 
ing two letters with the whole row, and 
words using all the letters. Not till these 
home keys are thoroughly mastered do we 
take up the finger drill, and in taking up 
that drill, the pupils go back constantly to 
the home keys, to be sure that the hands 
are in correct position, and the little fingers 
resting over their proper keys. It is in this 
part of our work that our lessons differ 
from any thus far published, so far as 
known, and it has produced the most satis- 
factory results. This is a specimen of this 
part of the work as we give it in our large 
classes: afrgt afrgt afrgt afrgt. until four 
lines have been written perfectly. The right 
hand is then taken, ;juhy ;juhy ;juhy, four 
perfect lines, when the word drill is given. 
A double advantage of this drill is in 
strengthening the little fingers, at the same 
time being sure that they are over the home 
key ready to strike. 

The second finger is learned in the same 
way, but when it comes to the third and 
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fourth finger letters, the first finger is made 
the pivot key and is struck at the beginning 
of each group, thus: fsw fsw fsw, and faq 
faq faq. The lower row is learned in the 
same way, and the three rows combined, un- 
til the pupils come unconsciously to keep 
the fingers over the home keys, and are 
much less likely to look at the hands. Ev- 
ery exercise and every word is: written until 
four perfect lines are written, and the re- 
sults obtained have proved very satisfac- 
tory, indeed. The classes actually cover 
more ground with this method than when 
they were required to write each word only 
a few times. No paper is accepted which 
contains one error, one erasure, or one let- 
ter struck over another. In fact, the last 
two are never excused, but the’ paper is 
at once returned to be re-written. A paper 
once put into the machine must be finished 
before taken from the machine, no matter 
how many the errors may be, as students 
soon lose confidence in themselves if al- 
lowed to take a paper out just as soon as 
an error occurs. 

In our two-years’ course, the whole of 
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the first term is devoted to work of this 
kind, with class drill. We do not have 
printed books, but compile our own each 
year, using all the latest ideas wherever we 
find them, and combining them with our 
own experience of over eleven years. Thie 
graduating classes write our books for ws 
while learning the use of the mimeogra)h, 
and in this way we are always up with the 
times. 

In the second term, pupils copy and learn 


‘ rules for letter writing and addressing enve!- 


opes, with legal and business forms. At the 
end of the term comes a little transcription. 
In the last term the pupils learn how to use 
the letter-press, carbon, telegrams, postal 
cards, polychrome and card attachment, and 
the mimeograph, with a considerable amount 
of work for our principal and for the schoo! 
department. 

The most important thing in the work. 
however, is doing the same thing a great 
many times, and doing it perfectly. Do not 
talk of speed, but of perfection.

FERGUSON MAKES A FORMAL DEMAND 
Asks County Board of Education to Restore 
to Him the Certificate of Which He 
Was Deprived. 

Deputy Superintendent of Schools James 
Ferguson of San Francisco, formerly an in- 
structor in the Petaluma schools, on Thurs- 
day called upon the Sononam County Board 
of Education and made a forma] demand 
for the return of his teacher’s certificate 
that was canceled by a former county 
board on the grounds of alleged unprofes- 
sional conduct. The case has been before 
the Superior Court of this county, the Ap- 
pellate Court of the Third District and the 
Supreme Court of the State as well as be- 
fore the Boards of Education on a number 

of occasions. 

Professor Ferguson filed his petition with 
the Board, which briefly reviews the matter 
from its inception: 

“SANTA ROSA, Cal., July 2, 1908. 
“To the Honorable County Board of Educa- 
tion of Sonoma County: 

“Gentlemen:—On July 9, 1904, the Sono- 
ma County Board of Education met in se- 
cret session and passed a resolution declar- 
ing me “guilty of unprofessional conduct” 
and indefinitely suspending my certificate. 
During the following week notice of the ac- 
tion of the board was sent to me by the 
secretary. 

“I brought suit against the County Board 
in the Superior Court of Sonoma county 


oncerning [he Revoking of Certificates 


upon the grounds that I had not had ‘a hear- 
ing, and that I had not been guilty of un- 
professional conduct. The County Board de- 
fended themselves by claiming that they 
had power to suspend or revoke any teach- 
er’s certificate without notifying him of 
the charges against him, or without giving 
him a trial. 

“The court ruled against them on this 
point, and they then rested their case solely 
upon a technicality, claiming that I had 
never made a formal demand upon them for 
the return of my certificate, and that, there- 
fore, the case should be dismissed. 

“I succeeded, however, in getting evi- 
dence before the court to prove that tlie 
County Board had not given me notice of 
any charges against me, that they had act- 
ed in secret session without my being pres: 
ent or having anyone present to represent 
me, 

“Judge Burnett decided that the Coun’) 
Board’s action against me was illegal, but 
that before he could compel them to return 
the certificate to me I must demand it of 
them. 

“Upon the advice of my attorney I ‘) 
pealed to the Appellate Court. The decision 
of the Superior Court was sustained. [ also 
appealed to the Supreme Court with tlie 
same results. 

“I now come back to the County Board 
as suggested by the Superior Court of 5o- 
noma County and respectfully demand (|'° 
return of the certificate which was suspe!- 
ed on July 9, 1904. 
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“T desire to state that I was never guilty 
of unprofessional conduct, and the action 
of the Sonoma County Board of Education 
was not only illegal, as decided by Judge 
Burnett, but was also unfair. 

“I request your honorable board to make 
the fullest investigation of whatever the 
Sonoma County Board may have had 
against me, and to render a decision which 
will be fair to me and fair to the teaching 
profession. 

“Very respectfully, 
“JAMES FERGUSON.”

Board of Education Rescinds Proceedings 
Had Against Well Known Educator 
and Restores Certificate. 


——— 


The Sonoma County Board of Education 
at its meeting on Saturday passed a reso- 
lution rescinding all proceedings had 
against Professor James Ferguson by a 
former Board of Education and returned to 
him the certificate of which they deprived 
him some four years ago. 

The action of the County Board of Edu- 
cation ends a fight that has been waged in 
and out of the courts for the past four 
years. . Here is the resolution passed by 
the Board after its hearing of the Ferguson 
matter on Saturday, in which Professor 
Ferguson was represented by Attorney Wil- 
liam F. Cowan: 


“Whereas, James Ferguson was on the 
Sth day of July, 1904, the holder of a High 
School certificate granted by the Board of 
Education of this county; and 

“Whereas, The Board did on that day 
make an order purporting to suspend the 
said certificate: and 


“Whereas, The said James Ferguson there- 
upon applied to the Superior Court of this 
county for a writ of mandamus compelling 
the Board of this county to restore to him 
his said certificate; and 


Whereas, Albert G. Burnett, judge of said 
Superior Court, on the 6th day of January, 
1906, rendered his opinion in said action 
wherein he denied the issuance of the writ 
prayed for on the technical ground that 
the demand for the restoration of the cer- 
tificate was not made in proper form; and 

“Whereas, Said judge in his opinion held 
in substance that the said Board of Educa- 
tion did not legally suspend the certificate 
of said James Ferguson, no specific charge 
having been made against him, nor the prop- 
er proceedings taken, and the said Superior 
Court in its opinion having stated that if pe- 


titioner, James Ferguson, should respect- 
fully request or demand of the Board that 
it restore to him his certificate in full force 
and effect, it should be done; and 


“Whereas, James Ferguson did on July 2, 
1908, request that said certificate be re- 
stored to him, and it appearing to the sat- 
isfaction of this Board that he is a fit and 
proper person to hold such certificate; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the proceedings of the 
Sonoma County Board of Education of July 
9, 1904, culminating in the suspension of 
the certificate of said James Ferguson be 
and the same are hereby rescinded, and the 
said certificate be and is hereby restored to 
said James Ferguson and shall be in full 
force and effect from this date.” 


Professor Ferguson was naturally much 
elated over his victory, and among other 
things he said: 

“This is a complete victory for me and 
for the principle for which [ have contended. 
The Sonoma County Board of Education as 
then composed held that they had the pow- 
er to suspend or revoke a teacher’s certifi- 
cate without giving him a trial. I contend- 
ed that they had not this power. Judge Bur- 
nett upheld this contention of the County 
Board in his first decision. In his second 
decision he reversed himself and ruled that 
a teacher in California did have the rights 
of an ordinary citizen—a trial before being 
convicted. Even if the law gave the right 
to condemn a man without a trial, only ty- 
rants would exercise it. But the Sonoma 
County Board were worse; they broke the 
law in order to do this. They never had 
any charges against me, and no one ever 
made any charges against me. Even in 
their resolution, they used the phraseology 
of the professional dodger and avoided spe- 
cific statements. In addition, I can prove 
they resorted to falsehood. They had con- 
spired to injure me in my profession, and 
even made threats against me before the 
day on which they met in secret session to 
take their illegal action. They thought they 
had ruined me and that I would not be able 
to contest their action. A prominent edu- 
cator has well named their action “attempt- 
ed professional assassination.’ Somebody 
has said, “Every knock is a boost.” The So- 
noma County Board of Education has given 
me lots of them. But doesn’t it seem 
strange that in the United States of Ameri- 
ca in this twentieth century a man should 
have to fight for four years against a body 
of so-called educators to establish his rights 
before being convicted? It really sounds 
more like something that happened in the 
eighteenth century. It might fit the twen- 
tieth century in Russia, certainly not in the 
United States of America.”

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SCHOOL TRUSTEES ARE BEING 
WORKED. 


(Ukiah, Cal., Democrat, July 24, 1908.) 

To the Board of Schoo] Trustees of Men- 
docino County. 

Gentlemen: 

There have been sent out to most of the 
boards of school trustees of this county by 
the Co-Operative Teachers’ Association ap- 
plications for petitions in the schools of this 
county signed by persons who pretend to 
want places as teachers. 

The persons do not want the positions for 
themselves, and, in fact do not even sign the 
applications; they merely allow the agency 
to use their names so as to learn of vacan- 
cies and to allow the agency to fill the 
places. The person who finally gets the place 
pays a commission to the agency and the 
agency in turn gives a part of the commis- 
sion to the teacher who has allowed her 
hame to be used aS a decoy. 

The usual procedure is to apply for a 
school and if atcepted write back to the 
board of trustees saying that she has al- 
ready accepted a position, but that she has 
a friend whom she would like to send to 
the place. This happens when it is near 
the time to open school, and trustees not 
knowing of other teachers frequently reply 
“send your friend.” 

The school may get a good teacher, but 
the system is bad. The trustees do not get 
the teacher they want, the salary does not 
go to the proper and legitimate support of 
the schools, but to the support of an organi- 
zation whose methods are crooked and are 
working serious injuries to the schools of 
the State. 

One of the great evils of the system is 
that it encourages the teachers to change 
every term of four months, or at most every 
year. The only schools that are doing 
effective work are the ones that are holding 
their teachers from year to year. 

I have been informed that this association 
secured the appointment of sixty teachers 
in one county in the name of “Sadie Mills.” 

This association has been sending out let- 
ters in this county over the names of differ- 
ent teachers, The following is a copy of one 
of the letters: 

San Francisco, Cal., June 26, 1908. 

Mr. Ed. Purdy, clerk of Long Valley 
School District, Laytonville, Cal. 

Dear Sir:—I have been informed that your 
Board will engage a new teacher for the 
next schoo] year, and I wish to make appli- 
cation for the position. 

I am a Normal School graduate, and have 
had several years’ experience in Fresno 
county. 

I am twenty-eight years old, five feet high, 
and weigh one hundred and five pounds, I 
am in good health and not married. 

I refer you to G. N. Freeman, Ex-Co. Supt. 


of Fresno Co.;:E. D. Lindsay, Co. Supt. of 
Schools, Fresno, and J. C. Templeton, Super 
vising Principal, Palo Alto, Cal, I enclose 
copy of letter from them, and will be glad 
to have you write to them, if you care to 
do so. Upon request, I will be glad to send 
my photograph, 

Thanking you in advance for the courtes) 
of your consideration, and trusting it will be 
favorable, I am, 

Yours very truly, 
Nettie E. Wagner. 


Besides the Sadie Mills and Nettie Wagner 
letters that have been sent out, there are now 
on file in my office, letters from Geneva 
Boggs, Ruth Redman, Viola D. Fisher, and 
Marion Dartt. 

The gentlemen to whom Nettie E. Wagner 
refers are good, reliable men, and did not 
for one moment suppose that she would turn 
their letters over to a Co-operative Teach 
ers’ ASsociation for the purpose of grafting 
the schools of the State. 

This circular is sent out in order thal 
boards of trustees and school men in gen 
eral may know what the business methods 
of this association are and may prepare to 
meet the conditions. 

There is no good reason why a large part 
of the teaching force of this State should 
be made to travel the length of this State 
every year; and yet, such is the case. Teach 
ers from the south hasten day and night to 
reach the north and intervening points, 
while teachers from the north rush forward 
to take positions in the south.

TEACHERS KNOW UNLESS BLIND. 


(Ukiah, Cal., Republican Press, July 31, ’08) 

A letter addressed to the school trustees 
of Mendocino county districts, written b) 
County Superintendent of Schools L. W. 
Babcock, and published in The Republican 
Press, concerning the methods of the Co 
Operative Teachers’ Association of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles in discovering 
vacancies and filling them, has caused con- 
siderable comment and commotion in edu- 
cational circles throughout the county an‘ 
the State. 

Some of the teachers mentioned in the 
letter as having permitted their names to b: 
used as dummies, have made epistolary re- 
monstrance to Mr. Babcock, stating tha‘ 
they were unaware of being used as decoys 
and one, Miss Genevra Boggs, of Fulton, So- 
noma county, has requested the county su- 
perintendent to give her the details of an) 
variation by the Teachers’ Association from 
pronounced regularities. This teacher has 
apparently overlooked the fact that unde 
her written contract with the association 
she is entitled to $5 commission for each anid 
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every vacancy 


which she in any way as- 


sists to fill, Miss Boggs seems much 
offended. 
The Co-Operative Teachers’ Association 


does business in and outside of California. 
Under its contract the teacher agrees to pay 
5 per cent commission to the association of 
her yearly salary for her job, and the asso- 
ciation, in a separate section of which every 
teacher must be informed unless blind, 
agrees to pay a commission of $5 each for 
any school vacancies the teacher helps to 
fill. The teacher also agrees to surrender 
ito the association the right to open her mail, 
to use her name in the securing of a position 
for herself and for others. The contract is 
in foree for fourteen months, which carries 
the teacher over into the succeeding year 
and gives the association the whip-handle 
of the situation in moving her from school 
to school. 

A letter received by the superintendent 
from the much-quoted Miss Sadie Mills ac- 
knowledges that it was her purpose to 
secure jobs in as many different schools for 
a dozen or more of her friends. 

Following the publication of the letter in 
The Republican Press the county superin- 
tendent has heard directly and indirectly 


about the Co-Operative Teachers’ Association ° 


from San Luis Obispo, San Jose, and par- 
ticularly from all over Mendocino county. 

Mr. M. B. Leavitt, manager of the Co- 
Operative Teachers’ Association, has also 
written the superintendent from San Fran- 
cisco, a two-page typewritten letter making 
an explanation which seems to be well- 
aimed but misses the mark. 

An easily understandable feature of the 
so-called dummy letters from the various 
teachers is that, while they reside in as 
many different places, replies are asked to 
be directed to the same address, P. O. Box 
541, San Francisco, and are inclosed in en- 
velopes bearing the canceled heading of 
“James W. Mays, Attorney-at-Law, 615 
Merchants’ Exchange Building.” 





ASKS INVESTIGATION BY THE STATE 
BOARD. 

(Ukiah, Cal., Republican Press, July 31, '08.) 

The Mendocino County Board of Educa- 
tion, just before its adjournment last week, 
adopted resolutions calling upon the State 
Board of Education to make an investigation 
of the use, and alleged abuse, of teachers’ 
names by the Co-Operative Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, and the practice of certain teachers 
in permitting the association to use their 
names and credentials miscellaneously 
in the hunt for vacant schools, and calling 
upon the State Board to suspend or revoke 
the teachers’ credentials if found guilty of 
unprofessional conduct, 

The local County Board is making a State 
fight against practices detrimental to the 
schools in general. 
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Following is a copy of the resolutions: 
July 29, 1908. 


To the Honorable 
Education: 

Gentlemen:—At a meeting of the Board 
of Education of Mendocino county, held July 
23, 1908, the following preamble and reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, this board has satisfactory evi- 
dence that Sadie M. Mills, Nettie E. Wag- 
ner, Genevra Boggs, Ruth Redman, Viola D. 
Fisher and Marion Dartt have allowed the 
Co-Operative Teachers’ Association to use 
their names and credentials for the purpose 
of increasing the business of said associa- 
tion and that, too, in such a way as, in the 
judgment of this board, is detrimental to 
the best interests of the schools of the State, 
and 


Whereas, the wholesale and miscellan- 
eous application for schools which the per- 
son neither would or could (fill, if 
elected, is unprofessional according to the 
code of ethics as laid down by the State 
Teachers’ Association: therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the said State Board of 
Education be, and it is hereby requested to 
investigate this matter so far as it relates 
to the holders of credentials granted by 
the State Board of Education, and if it be 
found that any of the persons above re- 
ferred to are guilty of unprofessional con- 
duct, that you will suspend or revoke, as 
in your judgment may seem both wise and 
proper, whatever credentials granted by 
your honorable body such person or persons 
may hold. 

Similar resolutions will be sent to 
five Normal schools of the State.

Some years ago the employment of teachers for public schools depended to a large 
extent upon the political influence of applicants, regardless of qualifications, and people 
thought nothing of it. They accepted it as part of the business. A change has taken 
place, unquestionably a change for the better, but it has not impressed itself firmly on 
all districts yet. The spoils system holds forth in a few districts in this country, even 
where boards are made up of a superior class of men. 

In Old Forge, recently, four or five teachers were dropped, some of whom had taught 
fifteen years, none less than four, and their places given to others who had just been 
graduated from normal schools or received certificates from the loca] superintendent. 
The reason given was no reflection on the teachers dropped. They were admitted)) 
competent and efficient, but lived outside the borough, some just over the line, and they 
had to go to make room for the sons and daughters of people who pay taxes to support 
the schools. That is an exceedingly poor excuse. We will admit that if two are applying 
for a position and one lives in the district, while the other does not, and both are of 
about the same qualification. the Jesifom. applicant mould seem entitled to first choice. 

Still, there is anothes way ta +view. ibs Fitst ot: all; isn’t the purpose of employing 
teachers and having scheols; te provide @ means of “educating the youth, and are the 
best schoobs too goqa foy-que children? Js not the. teacher ‘who cegiges outside a district 
less apt tO ape Macon Tork em. -to Secufe hei reap dint nlertt fronr year to year? And 
for that mater: ‘what dbfference- dees 4t make whére he ér she fives? 

The schools are not, and should, not. be, ihe battleground of politics. Every man 
or woman who has arrived &t twenty-one; bad slodk back on youth with regret at not 
having made better use of times Is séme-cashs tls was no fault of the teacher. But, 


with a thoroughly competent instructor, a boy or girl stands more show of going along 


the right path than when the teacher is appointed solely by having a friend on the 
board, and with no higher ideal than the perspective of pay-days. It must be said in 
all justice, however, that there are few of the latter class in this country, but even one 
is too many. 

We are not singling the action of the Old Forge board as an example. We are con- 
demning the system. A good teacher should never be displaced, but, on the other hand, 
promoted. It is wrong to the teacher, wrong to the pupil, and wrong all around, t 
make influence the basis of appointment. Merit alone should count. The teacher 
owing his or her tenure to favor, may find a succeeding board favoring a rival. In any 
business the one looking to appointment or advancement by favor makes a failure. 
The one who does not is simply the exception. We want good teachers, good pay for 


them, and the satisfaction of knowing that while they do their duty faithfully and earn- 


estly, and strive to make each new year count more than the one gone, their positions 


are not trusting to the turn of the tide at February elections.—Pennsylvania School 
Journal, July, 1908.
